]Mr.  iMayor,  Ladies  and  Geutleinen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Falmouth  in  1952. 

The  year  can  fairly  be  said  to  have  been  healthy. 
There  was  no  epidemic  of  any  kind  and  the  death  rate  at 
9.5  per  1,090  of  population  reached  the  lowest  level  on 
record.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  low  but  the  Still 
Birth  Rate  was  high,  there  is  definite  room  for  improvement 
in  both. 

There  was  a welcome  increase  of  170  in  the  number  of 
houses  built  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  only  two 
of  the  huts  of  the  Beacon  Camp  were  inhabited  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  These  wei’e  vacated  early  in  1953  and  all 
traces  of  the  camp  have  now  been  removed. 

Attention  is  invited  to  Mr.  Hey’s  report  which  sets  out 
in  detail  the  work  done  by  his  department  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  acknowledge  here  my  a[)preciation  of 
the  help  and  consideration  I have  received  from  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  express  my 
thanks  to  Mr.  Hey  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

63.4%  of  all  deaths  were  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  \-ital  statisties  as  a whole  are  very  satisfaetory. 
The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  on  reeord  and  the  infant 
mortality  rate  shows  a weleome  fall.  There  is  room  for 
eonsiderable  improvement  both  in  this  and  in  the  still 
birth  rate  however.  Three  of  the  infant  deaths  and  4 still 
births  were  attributable  to  maternal  toxaemia  a eondition 
whieh  eould  and  should  be  deteeted  and  dealt  with  in  its 
early  stages.  One  of  the  deaths  and  2 of  the  still  births  were 
due  to  birth  injuries  and  there  was  a death  from  whooping 
cough.

have  been  able  to  give  more  time  to  visiting  the  aged  in  their 
homes.  It  is  imjxu'taut  both  on  the  grounds  of  humanity 
and  economies  to  keej)  these  people  in  their  own  homes  as 
long  as  possible.  A little  help  from  time  to  time  ean  stave 
off  seiiile  deterioration  whieli'aH  too  often  ends  in  mental 
l)reakdowu.  It  is  suggested  that  this  presents  a fruitful 
held  for  voluntary  aetivities.  The  British  Bed  Cross  and 
W.V.S.  Societies  are  very  helpful  in  this  work  but  there  is 
plenty  of  room  for  other  workers  both  organised  and 
individually. 

'I'he  Health  Visitors  have  also  had  to  devote  a lot  of 
time  to  the  task  of  dealing  with  verminous  ehildren  in  the 
sehools.  Investigaticm  has  shown  that  most  of  tlie  per- 
sistently verminous  ehildren  get  their  iufeetions  and  re- 
in feetious  at  home  from  their  mothers,  aunts  and  older 
sisters.  Now  that  safe  and  eertaiu  inseetieidal  lotions  are 
easily  obtainable,  free  if  necessary,  this  sort  of  thing  is 
inexcusable.

7.  Problem  Families 

In  1950  in  a joint  circular  the  Home  Olfiec  and  the 
^Ministries  of  Health  and  Education  gave  consideration  to 
“ what  more  might  be  done  to  prevent  the  neglect  or  ill- 
treatment  of  children  in  their  own  homes.” 

As  a result  of  the  circular  committees  were  set  up  in 
each  Health  Area  in  Goruwall.  In  this  Area  it  consisted  of 
local  representatives  of  the  t'hildren’s  Department,  the 
X.S.P.C.C’.,  the  Social  and  Moral  \Velfare  Association,  'i  he 
Education  Department,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  Falmouth  and  Truro 
Councils  of  Churches,  the  Assistant  Sehool  Medical  Oirieer 
and  myself. 

Five  meetings  were  held  in  1952  but  it  was  soon  apparent 
that  though  between  us  we  were  aware  of  many  problems 
the  committee  had  power  only  to  diseuss  and  discussion 
led  nowhere.  We  were  all  agreed  that  actual  eases  of  wilful 
neglect  and/or  persistent  cruelty  were  uncommon  but  that 
there  was  a number  of  borderline  cases  for  whom  something 
eovdd  be  done  if  we  had  power  to  rehouse  and  help  finaneially. 
In  other  eases  courses  of  rehabilitation  would  almost  eer- 
tainly  help  but  here  again  we  were  powerless.  Not  unnatur- 
ally the  discovery  of  our  ineffectiveness  led  to  an  evaporation 
of  enthusiasm  and  attendance  at  the  meetings  fell  avvay. 

The  problems  remain  however  and  efforts  to  help  the 
families  eoneerned  give  my  staff  a great  deal  of  work.  The 
voluntary  organisations  named  are  always  willing  to  co- 
operate and  we  never  hesitate  to  eall  uyjon  them.  Though 
our  gains  are  little  better  tlfan  mieroseopie  I feel  quite 
certain  that  under  existing  circumstanees  the  committee 
could  have  done  no  more.

In  submitting'  to  you  my  2()th  Annual  Heporl  on  the 
SanitaTV  eireumstanees  of  the  lloroiigli,  I have  lieen  guided 
by  Cireular  2/.'53,  issued  by  tlie  Ministry  of  Ilealtli  for  this 
purpose. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  tliat  during  the  year  samjiles 
of  milk  were  taken  from  all  Distributors,  some  retailing 
both  Graded  and  Ungraded  Milks  and  all  the  .‘IS  Primary 
Samples  were  found  to  eom])lv  with  the  .Methvlene  Hlue 
'lest. 

Several  Sites  for  the  Disposal  of  Refuse  were  inspected 
by  the  Health  t'ommittee  and  the  arrangement  made  with 
the  Falmouth  Crieket  t'hib  for  the  tipping  of  refuse  at  their 
new  ground  at  'I'reseobeas  has  jiroved  satislaetory  and  we 
have  eontinued  disposal  at  this  site  since  1st  April.  1!).‘)2. 

Land  has  been  jmrehased  for  the  continuation  of 
disixisal  when  the  present  tip  is  eomiileti'd. 

'Phe  Ret  .\nimals  Act.  came  into  operation  on  the 

1st  April.  1!).')2.  and  the  Couneil  resohed  that  the  Act  be 
administered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

I am  iiidehtccl  to  Mr.  1).  II.  .McKcrchar.  Water  Knf>ineei-, 
tor  the  I'ollowiiio’  report  : — 

Tlie  Falmouth  Water  Uudertakius'  is  Municipally 
owned. 

The  source  of  supply  is  (Tom  (fathering  (Grounds  of 
{Travel  and  jieat  sub-soil,  into  impounding  and  settling 
reservoirs.  The  water  is  subjeeted  to  (sand)  ))ressure 
rdtratiou.  The  Fdtered  water  is  chlorinated  to  maintain 
the  required  standard  of  bacterial  purity  and  is  treated 
with  lime  to  correct  its  eorrosi'S’e  tendency. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  taken 
monthly  of  all  water  in  supply,  and  the  raw  water  quarterly. 

During  10.52  the  average  daily  consumption  within  the 
statutory  area  of  supply  was  l,191.()f()  gallons. 

The  number  of  Trade  Supplies  for  the  year  equals 
510  and  the  number  of  Domestic  Siq)))lies  equals  O.GOO. 

During  the.  year,  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  at 
Boseawen  Road  and  for  the  Dracaena  and  Beacon  Housing 
Fstates. 

The  Water  Supply  in  the  statutory  area  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality  and  (b)  in  quantity. 

Sewerage 

Sewage  disposal  is  ])rineipally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  at 
-Middle  Point  and  one  discharging  from  a Septic  Taidc  at 
Hyllyngvasc. 

There  is  also  a small  Plant,  consisting  of  Settling 
Tanks,  etc.,  with  tw'o  percolating  Filters  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  from  the  Swanvale.  Penmere  and  Treseobeas  -\reas. 

A new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Dracaena  Avenue  and 
at  Ponsharden  to  deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  new  Council 
Housing  Scheme^  Dracaena  Avenue  and  Ponsharden 
Cottages  and  will  come  into  ojieration  when  the  Pumping 
Station  is  eonq)lctcd. 

A contract  has  been  signed  for  a new  main  sewer  to 
be  laid  in  the  Swanvale  Valley  to  discharge  at  Pcnnance 
Point  in  order  to  replace  the  overburdened  Swanvale 
Sewage  Works.

Drainage 

During  the  year,  i)j  now  drains  were  tested,  first  by 
means  of  Water  Test,  then  l)y  Smoke  Test,  and  all  finally 
api)roved. 

In  addition  yards  of  new  (5  inch  sewer  at  Dracaena 
Avenue  and  (froveliill  C rescent,  <S.‘i  yards  of  7 inch  sewer 
at  I’onsliarden  anil  ‘iGO  yards  of  (i  inch  surface  water  drains 
at  Drueaena  Avenue  and  Marlborough  Avenue  were  tested 
and  a{)})roved. 

Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  a very  small  number  of  I’ail  Closets 
and  I’rivy  Middens  in  outside  areas,  all  air  on  the  ^^'ater 
carriage  and  eonneeted  to  the  Coimeil’s  sewer. 

We  have,  however,  157  premises  eonneeted  to  1*J‘J 
Cesspits,  where  no  sewers  are  available,  in  addition  there 
are  two  cesspits  ser\  ing  two  caravan  siti's.  all  being  emjitied 
by  an  approved  type  of  Cessjiool  Kmptier.

Husk,  .1  ewt.  Harley  Mash  and  10  lbs.  Soaked  ^^heat.  and 
for  poisoning.  Arsenic.  Zinc  Phosphide.  .\ntn  and  Warfarin 
were  the  chief  aj^ents. 

Hased  on  the  actual  “ takes  of  I’oison."  if  is  estimatetl 
that  1.520  rats  and  977  mice  were  killed.  120  dead  rodents 
were  picked  up. 

'I'he  work  done  during  the  year  included  the  treatment 
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ol'  the  CouikmI’s  sewers,  which  resulted  in  an  estimated 
kill  ol'  2(),  inehaled  in  Ihe  above  total. 

t’o-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Iid'cstation  Control  Division 
and  the  Cornwall  Ayrieultural  Committee,  Fest  J)e[)artnicnt. 

One  I'ull-time  Uodent  Operator  was  employed  and 
methods  of  treatment  were  strictly  in  aeeoi'danec  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’  recommendations 
and  ineludcd  poisoning  and  trapping. 

No  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at 
dwelling  houses.

Sixty-one  premises  are  registered,  six  of 
which  are  for  Manufacture  and  Sale,  fifty-three  for  Sale 
and  two  Wholesale  Storage  Depots.  With  a view  to  securing 
uniformity  in  the  inter[)retation  of  the  legislation  alTeeting 
the  lee  ('ream  Trade,  we  are  administering  the  ])rovisional 
standard  of  grading,  based  on  the  Methvlene  Hlue  lleduetion 
T'est.
